Group V, claim(s) 27-28, drawn to methods of suppressing the function of an enzyme 

The inventions listed as Groups l-V do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

Claims 1-28 are drawn to a methods, processes, cells and compositions 
comprising or utilizing a plurality of double-stranded RNA molecules (SEQ ID NOs. 9 to 
30), nucleic acids encoding different fucosyltransferases (SEQ ID NOs. 1-8), lectins, 
and cell types. Therefore, this application does not comply with the requirements for 
unity of invention (Rules 13.1, 13.2 and 13.3) for the following reasons: 

According to the guidelines in section (f)(i)(a) of annex B of the PCT 
Administrative Instruction, the special technical feature as defined by PCT Rule 13.2 
shall be considered to be met when all the alternatives of a Markush group are of similar 
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nature. The instant methods, cells and compositions comprising or utilizing a plurality of 
double-stranded RNA molecules (SEQ ID NOs. 9 to 30), nucleic acids encoding 
different fucosyltransferases (SEQ ID NOs. 1-8), lectins, and cell types, etc. set forth in 
and/or encompassed by claims 1-28 are considered to be each separate inventions for 
the following reasons: 

The different sequences, nucleic acids, targets, structures, processes, methods 
and cell types do not meet the criteria of (A), common property or activity or (B)(2), art 
recognized class of compounds. In the instant case, the different target molecules, 
target genes, double stranded RNA molecules and other nucleic acids, proteins, lectins, 
cell types are structurally and chemically and biologically different and distinct, and the 
different molecules and biological structures and entities, and the different methods and 
screening processes target different molecules, inhibit protein activity, or modulate the 
expression of the target gene to varying degrees, or measure different phenotypes, 
biochemical and/or biological effects. Each member of the class cannot be substituted 
one for the other with the expectation that the same intended result would be achieved 
or measured. 

Further, the different Groups of compounds and target molecules and processing 
constructs, and the different methods do not meet the criteria of (B)(1 ) as they do not 
share, one with another, a common core structure. Accordingly, unity of invention 
between the double-stranded RNA molecules (SEQ ID NOs. 9 to 30), nucleic acids 
encoding different fucosyltransferases (SEQ ID NOs. 1-8), lectins, and cell types 
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is lacking and each target molecule is considered to constitute a special technical 
feature. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
reserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.
